‘FANCY FRILLS’ 


Dr. Herbert C. Clish, San Francisco superintendent of 
schools, has raised a question in which organized labor is 
interested. 


He asked the question when appearing as a witness before 
a State Senate committee investigating what are commonly 
called “complaints that there are too many frills to the adult 
education program.” 

Dr. Clish asked: 


“Is the committee hearing a part of a smoke screen to de- 
feat Proposition No. 2 on the November ballot?” 


Proposition No. 2, endorsed at the recent convention of 
the State Federation of Labor, calls for an increase in State 
school assistance to local districts. 

One of the witnesses before the committee was Dr. 
Spencer D. Benbow, assistant superintendent in charge of the 
Oakland adult education program. Dr. Benbow has taken an 
active interest in the courses for labor people carried on at the 
Labor Temple through cooperation of the Central Labor 
Council, the University of California, and the Adult Educa- 
tion Program. 

As the Associated Press describes the controversy: 

“Rural district critics of the program claim that there are 
too many fancy courses in the Adult Education Program in 
populous areas, which they say take money from the poorer 
districts.” 

In this connection it should be noted that it’s a State Sen- 
ate committee which is holding these hearings; that under 
the unfair apportionment system in this State, the Senate 
represents cows and acres rather than people; that the scheme 
for this unfair apportionment was put over by big city corpo- 
rations afraid of what would happen to them if the labor 
people in the cities got a fair break in the Legislature. 

In view of these facts, labor people will beware of this 
“fancy frills” talk. Cut corporation taxes, starve the schools 
and keep the people ignorant, is the policy of the big corpora- 
tions which control the Senate under the pretense that the 
said Senate is simply a farmers’ meeting place. 


TRIB’S HOUSING POLICY 


The S. F. Chronicle in its account of a fire in Oakland 
shortly after midnight Tuesday of last week reported that an 
official said the building, at 535 Market street, ‘had been 
twice condemned—once as unsafe and again to make way for 
the East Shore Freeway.” 

Now let's turn to that old reliable enemy of decent hous- 
ing, the Knowland Tribune, and see what it reports about the 
same fire. Yes, sir, sho’ nuff, here is what the Trib reported 
in its September 10 issue—that the building at 535 Market 
street ‘has been condemned to make way for the East Shore 
Freeway.” 

Not a word about the previous condemnation as an unsafe 
and unfit habitation for human beings. 

Yet in that condemned building were two old people, con- 
demned to death by fire if the Oakland firemen hadn't hero- 
ically rescued them. One was an old invalid lady in a wheel- 
chair; the other a man nearly 70 who came very near hurling 
himself out of a window in his fright. 

But, due to the activities of the landlords and the realty 
speculators and the Knowland Tribune, there's no slum clear- 
ance program in Oakland, no effort to meet the need of low- 
income families for housing at a reasonable rate. Just let the 
aged invalids roll their wheelchairs around in the rookeries 
and hope the firemen will rescue them! That's the Trib’s 
policy. Then when there’s news about the building having 
been condemned as unsafe, suppress that news! 
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representatives and to many more 
who have been of invaluable assist- 
ance in suggesting, working out 
and planning our various pro- 
grams. Jeffery Cohelan, who also 
serves as Labor Consultant to the 
Institute, deserves special mention 
for the many hours which he has 
devoted to his Institute activities. 
We have greatly appreciated the 
support of East Bay Labor Jour- 
nal, under the editorship of Louis 
Burgess, in running news stories 
and reports about the activities of 
the Institute. A successful pro- 
gram of workers’ education is im- 
possible without the guidance, sup- 
port and counsel of the leaders of 
organized labor. 
SUMMER INSTITUTE 
Especially noteworthy during 
this past year was the AFL Sum- 
mer Labor Institute held at Santa 
Barbara in June. Comments on the 
program, the speakers and the dis- 
cussion leaders were uniformly 
excellent; those who attended have 
been most generous in their praise 
of this meeting.

In Novem- 
ber, 1904 they went to 75 cents and 
jthere remained until the end of 
the book’s record, December, 1906. 


So dues went up from time to 
time in those days, too.

The efforts were to 
force the Federal government to 
abrogate its legal contracts in lo- 
calities where city governments 
changed their minds about execut- 
ing low-rent housing contracts, or 
where subsequent referendums re- 
sulted in a vote against a continua- 
tion of the program.
